At least they're removable: teen girls are getting breast implants in 
record numbers, but they don’t understand the risks 


THIS SUMMER 17-YEAR-OLD 
Aubrie Wills is getting a special 
graduation present. It’s not a new 
wardrobe, a laptop computer, or a 
trip to Cancun. It’s a set of breasts. 

“If | go to college, then no one’s 
going to know my boobs were 
small,” said the Grapevine High 
School senior who endures teasing 
in suburban Dallas. “It would be a 
lot more evident if I did it in the 
middle of the school year.” 

Her mother, grandmother, two 
aunts, and sfepmother have 
implants. Aubrie, who turns 18 in 
fuly, hopes to enhance her 32A cups 
toa small C. “If my mom is offering 
to pay for it now, why not?” she 
said. 

Last year, 3,841 women 18 or 
younger underwent breast augmen- 
tation, a 24 per cent jump from 3,095 
in 2002, which represents a 19 per 
cent increase from 2,596 in 2001, 
according to the American Society of 
Plastic Surgeons. Only 978 girls had 
the procedure in 1992. (Women 
between 19 and 34 account for a 
large segment of those getting 
implants; 114,005 last year.) 

More teens visit plastic surgeons 
at this time of year. “You see it 
around graduation,” said Dr. Rod J. 
Rohrich, the society's president. , 
“You see it around holidays and - 
spring break, especially around the 
Christmas season.” 

The phenomenon is taking off 
across the country, but doctors say 
implants are especially popular in 
ecm California. “Breasts are a

the right implant. Years later, her 
left implant leaked silicone. She 
developed fibromyalgia and other 
immune-related disorders along 
with neurological disease. In 1997, 
she traded those implants for 
smooth saline. 

“A lot more research needs to be 
done on the safety of breast 
implants,” said Kolb, 49, an expert 
on saline and silicone complications. 
“There are a lot of unanswered ques- 
tions in my mind.” Risks include 
surgical complications from anesthe- 
sia, excessive bleeding, and infection. 

Over time, implants rupture or 
deflate, requiring additional surg- 
eries. This can happen immediately, 
within months, several years, or 
later, after the initial procedure. With 
saline implants, women sense a 
change more easily. But the thicker 
silicone-gel implants maintain a bet- 
ter shape, compromising detection 
of a rupture. 

Implants can also make it more 
difficult for mammography to pin- 
point breast cancer. Removing them 
could result in loss of breast volume, 
distortion, and wrinkling. 

To inform teens about the health 
hazards, Kathy Keithley Johnston 
visits Missouri’s secondary schools. 
She passes around an implant in 
health education classes and shows 
graphic photographs of girls disfig- 
ured after implant removal. 

“We want to be the primary clear- 
inghouse of information in the U.S. 


on breast implants,” said Johnston, a 
istered nurse and executive direc- 
tor of Toxic Discovery in Columbia, 
MO, which reaches out to high 
schools and colleges nationwide. 
Johnston, who turns 53 this 
month, remembers being teased as a 
flat-chested teen. In 1984, she was 
implanted at no cost-in Midland, TX, 
asa poster child for a manufacturer's 
video. She co-founded the advocacy 
organization in 1995, the year after 
autoimmune disease compelled her 
to part with implants. The plastic 
surgeon had assured her they would 
last a lifetime. Itturned out to bea 
lifetime of pain and suffering.

Silicone-gel implants are 
not approved for marketing and are 
available to women only through 
FDA-approved clinical studies. 

At 19, Kacey Long went from 34B 
to 34D while yearning to belong to 
the “ritzy culture” at Baylor 
University in Waco. This past 
September, about three years later, 
she had the implants removed due 
to excruciating pain and silicone poi- 
soning. 

“My best friend’s mom worked 
for my plastic surgeon for 12 years, 
and she received breast implants six 
months before me,” said Long, now

Cindy Fuchs-Morrissey under- 
went a bilateral mastectomy at 35 
after receiving three sets of silicone- 
gel implants to correct a deformity. 
She got the first set at 18. 

“The surgery was a birthday pre- 
sent from my parents,” said Fuchs- 
Morrissey, a 46-year-old mother of 
three girls in Macon, MO, who suf- 
fers from multiple sclerosis. She 
believes her 14-year-old daughter 
Hilary’s scleroderma, a systemic 
sclerosis, is linked to silicone cross- 
ing the placental barrier. 

In 2000, the Food and Drug 
Administration approved saline 
implants for women 18 and older. Its 
recommendation is only advisory 
because breast implants, unlike 


a 22-year-old graduate student in 
special education at Texas A and M 
University-Commerce. “She said 
that in her time at the office, no one 
ever had any problems.

IT’S REASSURING TO KNOW 
not all directors are completely run 
off their feet in preparation for the 
Magnetic North Festival. Take 
Mary-Colin Chisholm who directs 
Mulgrave Road Theatre's produc- 
tion of Sheldon Currie’s Lauchie, Liza 
and Rory. She's enjoying a relaxing 
soak in her tub while she talks about 
the show, which she says is “a won- 
derful, pea love story!” 

Lauchie, Liza and Rory chronicles 
the story of twin brothers and the 
girl they both fall for. Liza likes the 
mild-mannered Lauchie, the typical 
shy guy. They get engaged and who 
should blow onto the scene but 
Rory, the loud, irreverent twin, the 
powerfully attractive force of nature. 
“There's a lot laid into story about 
‘what will people think?’ It’s a small 
Catholic town, so it’s doubly hard to 
walk out of an engagement especial- 
ly if you're walking out for the party 
boy, the drinker. However patience 
is rewarded with a bit of passion, 
but it’s sad because the audience's 
heart is really with Lauchie.” 

Aside from the poignancy of love 
unrequited, Chisholm says the audi- 
ence is treated to wild ride of fantas- 
tic character portrayal. “Part of fun is 
the theatricality. There are two actors 
playing Liza and the brothers along 
with other characters. They each 
take a turn playing the mother, or 
the priest so it’s always flipping back 
and forth. The actors make you feel 
as though you're in a room full of 
people when really there are only 
two people. 

The constant transformation with 
the actors plays into [Currie’s] theme 
of duality.” 

Currie is perhaps best known for 
his short story Margaret's Museum 
which, in turn, became a movie of 
the same name and also Wendy 
Lill’s The Glace Bay Miners’ Museum. 
Chisholm, incidentally, was the orig- 
inal Margaret when the play 
debuted, The retired English profes- 
sor came to writing for the theatre 
late, and for this play was inspired 
by the Reserve mine houses which 
dot Nova Scotia. “The houses were 
built with shared walll like a modern

with a few lines.” 

This production is a homecoming 
of sorts for Chisholm—she studied 
under Tom Peacocke back in the 
early 1980s and she says bringing a 
love story here closes the circle. “It’s 
like watching a dance. It’s very 
happy with actors filling in the little 
moments with a lot of emotional 
honesty even if for only two lines. 
There’s a bit of virtuosity in it but we 
try not to play it that way. It’s the 
kind of play that answers ‘Why the- 
atre?’ the story could happen ina 
movie or on TV, but it’s the kind of 
experience you can only have ina 
theatre.”

“IT SHOULD BE CALLED THE 
International Play’ recounts Kelly 
Thornton as she relates the reaction 
of the Danish press to Sonja Mills’ 
The Danish Play. With its themes of 
the human cost of war, the work is 
well timed to open the Magnetic 
North Festival. But why a Danish 
story? 

Thornton says “It’s a Danish- 
Canadian story. [Playwright] Sonja 
Mills inherited the diaries of her 

aunt who was a resistance 
ter during the Nazi Occupation 

Denmark and who was also a

ing to put the war behind it.” 

The Danish Play is told in flash- 
back—it’s Christmas Eve, 1962 and 
the resistance fighters have met for 
their annual reunion. “They get 
completely bombed over the course 
of the night—|The story] keeps 
going back to the party then back in 
time. The construction offers a.coun- 
terpoint to tragedy. Filtering the 
story through 1962 was no accident. 
The Berlin Wall had just gone up, 
the Cold War was intensifying and 
there was the impending doom of 
the Cuban Missile Crisis. It’s all fil- 
tered back through World War 2. 
When we played in November 2002, 
the world was again on the brink of 
war with Iraq and Denmark was 
part of the Coalition. So really, this 
play could be called a Danish- 
Canadian declaration of peace.” 

However, The Danish Play doesn’t 
just examine the cost of war. 
Nightwood Theatre is a woman’s 
theatre company and in this play 
Ottosen fights for her rights, trying 
to be taken seriously in a man’s 
world. “Her child was taken away 
from her, one of the reasons being 
that she refused to sign on the dotted 
line and name the father. There were 
other reasons, but that was one. [She 
was a] feisty woman who fought a 
different form of resistance but she 
was misguided and ended up 
becoming depressed. It was a trying 
time for her after the war.” 

That being said, Thornton adds 
that the script’s dark notes are leav- 
ened with a certain amount of 
humour. “there's a lot of very dry 
Danish wit—it’s very sad what hap- 
pens to her but it’s so painful it’s 
funny. Danes tend to implode emo- 
tionally, they’re not big, demonstra- 
tive i le, tend to 
abst rider sk re 

Most telling of all though, says 
Thornton was the chance to visit the 
Danish Resistance Museum and see- 
ing the letters or hearing the church 
bells in the streets. “It was amazing 
just to be in the society that pro- 
duced the story and also to perform 
it for an audience that survived that.

The play, 
by Morris Panych, deals with a man 
who can hear everything.

He’s an agorapho- 
bic, a lonely person who lives his life 
through the intimate sounds of other 
people's lives. At one point he says 
not only can he hear a pin drop but 
can hear it dropping it through the 
air.” 

Hughson says the piece is 
extremely funny—his character can 
hear the set of false teeth an old lady 
lost rattling on top of her fridge—but 
there's grimness at play as well. “It’s 
more than a gimmick. There's a real 
human quality to this guy marginal- 
ized from society. He feels that 
socializing is quality others have and 
he doesn’t so he observes life 
observes through hearing people 
laughing and having fun. He feels 
like an outsider, a lot of the humour 
comes from this pain. He starts out a 
cynical sardonic asshole but ends 
with a hint to the audience that there 
is some generosity and grace there. 
The whole play is a lead up to sui- 
cide, for him the world is a cacopho- 
ny. The minutiae of life has brought 
him to the brink. There's laughter, 
shock, empathy and sadness.” 

Enrshot premiered three years ago, 
and Hughson says it’s been a great 
ride revisiting it every year or so “A 
one person show is a lot of work, 
especially the rapid fire language. 
It’s interesting revisiting play each 
year. I'm always ina different per- 
sonal place and that brings out 
things didn’t know were there or 
causes me to drop things that don’t 
work anymore. I find I enjoy playing 
Doyle, strange as it may seem. He's 
well read and intelligent. There's 
articulate railing against the world 
and he makes some incredible obser- 
vations about it.”

“IT’S PRETTY EXCITING,” SAYS 
Deirdre Gillard-Rowlings of 
Tempting Providence. “Once we're 
done in Edmonton, we go to Ottawa 
and then onto the Edinburgh Fringe 
But it’s also exciting to perform a 
story about where I’m from on the 
Great Northern Peninsula.” 

Tempting Providence tells the story 
of a real-life hero. Nurse and mid- 
wife Myra Bennett came to Daniels 
Harbour in 1921 to care for the peo- 
ple who lived along a 300-mile 
stretch of coast. “There were no 
roads, only footpaths between the 
small fishing villages. She came from 
London and this play is about her 
encounters with the people and find- 
ing herself a home.” Gillard- 
Rowlings plays Bennett, and says 
that the project appealed to Theatre 
Newfoundland Labrador because 
it’s a story of community anda true 
Newfoundland hero. 

Bennett died in 1990; the year 
Gillard-Rowlings graduated high 
school. During the course of rehears- 
ing this play, the cast came in contact 
with Bennett's children, all of who 
were extremely supportive. “I was 
scared to portray this woman. The 
story is all based on actual events, 
but you realize you fictionalize to a 
certain extent to create conflict. In no 
way am I identical to Myra Bennett. 
This play captures what she did and 
how she did it. The experience was 
scary at first but great. I listened to 
tapes for the voice and captured 
who she was, by throwing move- 
ment and voice into a mixing pot.” 

The mixing pot involves a highly 
theatrical staging that uses only a 
few chairs, a table and tablecloth 
along with four actors. “The way in 
which this story is told is unique and 
theatrically interesting. Everything 
choreographed, and we're engaged 
all the time. We're actively watching, 
moving furniture. When actors 
aren't involved ina scene, they turn 
into the corners a certain way. It’s 
very tightly choreographed by Jillian 
Keiley. It’s metaphoric because it’s 
done with so little, but tells so much. 
Sort of how people make do with 
what's in front of them. Nurse 
Bennett did that so well.” 

Gillard-Rowlings says the piece is 
universal in its examination of com- 
munity and sense of place. “It’s a 
western—the lone hero who

THE BEST THING ABOUT ED- 
monton’s festivals is how wondrous- 
ly deep these venerable institutions 
allow the dedicated attendees to 
immerse themselves. 

For example, die-hard visual art 
fans can peruse eclectic works of art 
and design until ankles ache and 
landscapes start talking back at the 
Works; die-harder folkies get to vir- 
tually camp out with their fave 
music for the long Folk Fest week- 
end; and then come mid-August, 
many die-hardest Fringe-goers 
would rather forgo meals for days 
than miss a high-buzz festival hit. 

One of the first salvos in the real I- 
live-only-for-art festival season is 
NextFest, Theatre Network's youth- 
oriented, multimedia extravaganza. 


My second offering was an out- 
and-out gem: Aquarium by 
Newfoundland playwright/per- 
former Philip Goodridge. I can find 
no flaw in this bittersweet and slight- 
ly twisted odyssey about a disaffect- 
ed young gay man deciding to leave 
Toronto and go back home to 
Newfoundland in order to commune 
with a man-whale recently found on 
a rocky beach. I’m a better person for 
having seen this show. 

Also boasting a huge metaphysical 
subtext, Dust by Mark Stubbings, is 
as quirky as Aquarium, but a tad 
more prosaic: a little workplace com- 
edy about a quartet of slackerly 
hearse drivers (think Six Feet Under 
crossed with That ‘70s Show). 

While entertaining enough, the 
play loses sight of its characters in it’s 
second half and also seems to get too 
caught up ina rather dry exploration 
of its deconstruction of human inter- 
connections. A good effort, but will

Come early June, this eight-year-old 
festival sees hundreds of young 
artists and their fans descend upon 
the 124th Street Roxy Theatre and 
submerge themselves in cutting 
edge-work by Edmonton’s emerging, 
artist set. 

So, to get myself into the festival 
frame-of-mind for the summer of 
2004, I decided to spend a good 
chunk of the opening weekend 
camped out at the Roxy catching 
what I can. 

Day #1: Saturday, June 5th, a hot 
muggy day. While not the most com- 
fortable time to pick vis-a-vis sitting, 
in a crowded theatre, it’s certainly a 
lazy day and has a definite “festival” 
vibe. 

Overall observation: the cosy con- 
fines of Roxy lobby can be a tad 
sweaty, but nothing beats the room's 
energy and the festival's overall inti- 
macy. While the festival's mainstage 
shows are scheduled pretty much 
back-to-back, meaning I’m not killing 
too much time, I still have a few min- 
utes here and there to do some quali- 
ty networking and peruse the funky 
semi-abstracted portraits by Karen 
Nichols. 

My first show: Closing Doors by 
Multi-Youth Productions, a huge teen 
drama troupe from Parkland 
County. This opening salvo—a sure 
sign of the wonderful surrealism and 
off-the-wall offerings to come—is a 
musical about fetal alcohol syn- 
drome! 

While they certainly get points for 
pure energy and daring given the 
subject matter, I was less than thrilled 
with the general mob-scene vibe of

The last offering of the night was 
Shorts Reloaded, a selection of short 
theatre bits curated by Morgan 
Smith. Can’t say any of the writing 
really worked forme (and this isn’t 
just the heat prostration speaking, 
the subject matter was deeply stereo- 
typical with two shorts expounding 
the terrors of deadline writing), but I 
did enjoy some of the performances 
in particular Dave Stone and Matt 
Alden in Katharine Clark Gray’s 
Nebraska and Matthew Kloster and 
Ryan Hughes in Marie Jones’ Saloage. ~ 

Day #2: Sunday, June 6th, way 
less muggy and a much shorter day, 
with shows starting past the big heat 
of the afternoon. 

The first show of the second day 
was Jonathan Seinen’s Regeneration, a 
rare theatrical science-fiction-orient- 
ed work that explores the whole idea 
of human construction. 

It’s mainly a good concept, but it 
just doesn’t seem to take off. One big 
flaw is that it has too much set-up for 
such a shortish play. It’s also is a tad 
conflicted in whether it wants to be 
broad-stroke metaphoric or detail- 
oriented. I'd also caution a 
writing so much of the dialogue in 
the mytho-poetic voice. 

My last show of the weekend was 
another of my personal festival high- 
lights: Amber McGrath's tour-de- 
force one-woman homage to golf, life 
and a lightning-plagued universe 
called 3 Iron. 

Not only is McGrath's perfor- 
mance spot-on and bal- 
anced between physical humour and

And how long were you living 

in Edmonton?

We did a one- 
month installation at Gallery 54, I 
don’t know if it still exists. We were 
very active artistically. And I would 
go hear Jr. Gone Wild and DOA. It 
was all very exciting. 


Being nineteen in Red Deer and 
thinking about your life, did you 
have that sense of wanting to 
“make it,” and do you feel like 
you've “gotten there”? 

To tell you the truth, I pretty much 
knew what was going to happen, 
but it’s just a matter of setting your 
goals.and then being persistent and 
working hard. It’s not like a magical 
gift, or a blessed life—well, it is a 
blessed life, and I don’t take that for 
granted—but it’s just staying on 
your path. 


Ina recent interview you men- 
tioned that part of recording [Songs 
From the 49th Parallel] was also 
due to a feeling of pride about Jean 
Chretien’s political stance regard- 
ing the war on Iraq. And then you 
mentioned that you just didn’t feel 
like writing at the time. Were those 
feelings happening at the same 
time, and you didn’t feel like writ- 
ing because of the current political 
climate? 

I never put those two together, but 
possibly. I think it’s such an incredi- 
bly fragile time right now, and I feel 
like it’s really, really, really impor- 
tant to write things that have a posi- 
tive impact on people. To me, the 
most beautiful and the most elegant 
and the most profound gesture I 
could do was to make an album of 
songs that I think are spiritual. That 
are pantheist and non-denomina- 
tional, and, to me, incredibly com- 
passionate and spiritual. I didn’t feel 
that I had the wherewithal right 
now, or the depth, to write that kind 
of record. 


I was wondering what constitutes a 
hymn rather than a song, and how 
your selection process went down.

A hymn to me isa song that contains 
a sense of equanimity and compas- 
sion, and a reverence for human 
relationships. And thirdly, and prob- 
ably most importantly, I wanted to 
compile a collection of songs that 
illuminated my theory of how the 
geography of Canada has had a 
tremendous impact and influence, 
and continues to blow through the 
Canadian songwriters and artists of 
Canada. How, through imagery and 
metaphor and the understanding of 
nature, geography and landscape 
has basically sculpted the tone of 
Canadian art. 


How has that influence worked 
with you and your connection with 
nature? 

Well, growing up in the prairies has 
been instrumental in my minimalist 
approach. Even my vocal style, ~ 
being quite languid and vast and 
long and open, I think is a direct 
result of growing up in the prairies. 


It seems to me that “Helpless” is 
one of those songs that people 








cover and, often, by the chorus, it’s 
like everyone in the audience has 
to be holding up a lighter. It 
doesn’t need to be an anthem, and 
I really appreciate the way you 
recorded it—simply and understat- 
ed: it’s gorgeous. 

Well, thank you. To me, some of the 
most awesome moments in nature 
are when you're by yourself, and it’s 
you and the godliness of the 
moment. The fact that you are alone 
exaggerates the beauty of it because 
you can’t share it and it’s over- 
whelming. Neil Young expresses 
those, both in “After the Goldrush” 
[also on the CD] and “Helpless,” 
very well. 


It can be hard to get that across to 
people. But in terms of a collective 
consciousness, is there frustration 
when you feel helpless in terms of, 
for example, “Oh, there’s a war 
going on. But what can I do?” 

I think it’s really important to see 
these things as teachers, and that 
even the most destructive, most 
ugly, most hateful thing is a teacher. 








If we incorporate them with com- 
passion into ourselves and view 
them as teachers—even the 
moments and aggression that we 
can’t stand—we treat them with 
compassion and respect, as you 
would your greatest teacher. I think 
that’s the best we can do. 


Has that been a proven method of 
dealing with adversity in your life? 
I'ma Tibetan Buddhist, and that’s 
the basic foundation. 


One of the things the Dalai Llama 
says is that when you meet an 
enemy, you should be thankful 
because you now have the greatest 
opportunity to learn. It’s especially 
applicable now, in Canada, with 
the election—the impulse is to 
shut-off. 
{laughs} And Canada’s leaning to 
the right, which is terrifying. But, 
yeah, liberal apathy .. . that’s what 
happened three years ago down 
here. But, y'know, all things are 
impermanent . . .

IN THE EARLY ’808, BANDS LIKE 
Black Flag and Suicidal Tendencies 
were considered hardcore punk, 
while New York bands such as Sick 
of It Alland Youth of Today defined 
the ‘90s version. Today’s model of 
hardcore is more removed from 
punk and can sometimes be difficult 
to distinguish from metal. Heavy, 
chugging, low-tuned guitars accom- 
pany death scream vocals and are 
standard for most of what is now 
considered hardcore. 

Enter local newcomers Run With 
the Hunted (RWTH), who are trying 
once again to change the definition of 
that word. 

“We thought there was a miscon- 


ception about what hardcore was,” 
explains guitarist John Kennedy. 
“There weren't any fast straight-up 
mosh bands out there doing the kind 
of music we liked. So, we wanted to 
show kids what our perception of 
hardcore is, and maybe give people 
some different ideas about what 
hardcore can sound like.” 
Consisting of singer Aaron 
Bradstock, Jordan Claridge (guitar), 
Tyler Day (bass), Kevin Meleski 
(drums), and Kennedy, RWTH has 
already gained popularity in the all- 
ages scene for their expressed desire 
to just “bring the mosh” and make 
sure everyone goes nuts at their 
shows. Which is a phenomenon—as 
you'll know if you've ever witnessed 
it first hand—that can become a 
frighteningly precarious event. 

“It’s true kids go into the pit 
swinging and punching, but I don’t 
go in there to hurt people, and I’m 
sure the majority of kids don’t go in 
there to hurt people either,” 








Kennedy says. “It’s more the case of 
just kids trying to express them- 
selves. A lot of people don’t under- 
stand it and view it as something 
negative because of the extreme 
nature of it. I think people should 
come to see what it’s all about, and 
judge for themselves.” 

Especially if it’s for a good cause: 
all proceeds from the show this 
Friday will go to the Kids With 
Cancer Society. The line-up isn’t 
what some would describe as hard- 
core, not that that matters. 

“It’s all about your mind-space 
[when you're] going into it. Just like 
this Cancer Benefit show. We are 
going into this with a positive atti- 
tude about doing something good, 
so it should be cool.”

Downeastday delivers suprising sounds

“IT’S LIKE ONE OF THOSE OLD 
cormy Westerns, where the girl is tied 
toa train track with the hero a million 
miles away,” says guitarist 
Christopher Shulhan. The high-spirit- 
ed lead guitarist for Downeastday is 
struggling to explain the meaning 
behind the title of their new EP, Dues 
Ex Machina. “It’s like an unexpected 
cut in the plot,” continues Shulhan. 
Latin for “God in the Machine,” 
Websters identifies the term as a refer- 


ence to any character or event 
brought artificially into the plot of a 
story to settle an involved situation. 
It's something unexpected, or some- 
thing that is necessary but improba- 
ble, that figures in the resolution of a 
dilemma. The members of 
Downeastday have not been tied to 
train tracks, nor stared death in the 
eye, but you could say the band’s for- 
mation came as a surprise. 

“{ put the word out there, and we 
all just found each other somehow,” 
says Shulhan. “I started looking for 
new members without a clue about 
where it was going. I was just looking 
for good people that I could get along 
with, and the eventual musical direc- 
tion wasn’t something that | initially 
had in mind. But it took its own shape 





eventually.” 

Rounded out by singer Kris 
Glabush, drummer Tristan Campbell, 
guitarist Darren Bahn, and bassist 
Nathan Marshall, Downeastday’s 
music could be described (with diffi- 
culty) as an aggressive rock sound 
that generates visceral emotion in its 
listeners. Although the loud guitars 
never supersede Glabush’s guttural 
high and low vocal mechanics, musi- 
cianship remains at the forefront. This 
is not the easiest musical combination 
to classify, much to the delight of its 
purveyors. 

“We've tried to stay away from 
being labeled a certain genre because, 
to us, we just play music,” explains 
Shulhan a bit self-consciously. “1 
know that probably sounds very 
cliché, coming from a musician, but it 
really is true if you're passionate 
about what you really love. I really 
love our music, and I'll do anything 
for it.”

RUMOURS OF DAN POOLE’S 
demise appear to have been greatly 
exaggerated. In fact, he seems rather 
lifelike and, during the course of our 
interview, he even gives the impres- 
sion of participating in regular res- 
piration and nutrient intake (in the 
form of a bottle of a neon-tinged 
energy drink). A quick round of 
questions are posed (to which only 
the REAL Dan Poole would know 
the correct answers), and we're able 
to feel reasonably confident that this 
is the genuine article—not like 
Spiderman’s short-lived black cos- 
tume (which turned out to be an evil 
alien life form shaped like a 
Spiderman costume), or even a Paul 
McCartney-style doppelganger 
(apparently, the scar on the lip is the 


giveaway). Well, is this the same 
Poole whose motionless form (pos- 
sibly posthumously) graces the 
cover of the All Purpose Voltage 
Heroes’ new record? Called The End 
of Daniel Jonathan Poole, right? 

“T just thought it was a cool name 
for an album, and these guys didn’t 
seem to mind,” says Poole, indicat- 
ing keyboardists Zack Poole and 
Kevin Cherney (present), and 
(absent) drummer Connor Mayer. “T 
was just sitting at my computer one 
night and this idea came into my 
head. There was never any deeper 
meaning to it,” he says. 

“Tt could have been any of us. We 
all tried our names, but Dan’s fit the 
best,” says Cherney, suggesting that 
there was no specific premeditation 
to killing off the group’s singer. 

Over the course of the interview, 
our conversation never strays far 
from classic Super Nintendo 
moments, so perhaps it’s fair to say 
that The End might only be a 
pause—the brief, pixilated limbo of 
video game death. 

“We have a song called ‘Chaos Vs. 
Havoc,’ which is based on a game 
for Sega Genesis,” admits Zack 
Poole, younger brother of the 
deceased. With a little coaxing, the 
other Voltage Heroes soon let on 


that it might not be the only such ref- 
erence in their music. “If people pay 
close attention, then it makes sense,” 
says Cherney, “but we don’t go 
around saying ‘this song’s about 
video games.” 

And while the band’s seemingly 
lighthearted approach is sufficiently 
generational to explain the low- 
grade consumer electronics that 
form the basis of their sound, The 
End of Daniel Jonathan Poole is 
marked by some very serious- 
sounding music. 

In keeping with the notion that 
Dan’s demise is only temporary, it’s 
fitting that the album's saddest track, 
“The Death of Daniel Jonathan 
Poole,” is also its shortest. The song 
is a funeral interlude for piano and 
synthesizer, and Poole’s distinctive 
vocals are conspicuously absent. 

Perhaps it’s the aforementioned 
“Chaos Vs. Havoc” (which precedes 
this track) that does actually spell the 
end for him, as the song’s visceral 
shouting match (featuring the 
Wolfnote’s Travis Sargent) marks a 
new level of intensity for the 
Voltage Heroes, one positioned 
somewhere between Montreal’s 
irreverent The Unicorns, and the 
creepier moments of San Diego 
hardcore. After the interlude, Poole 
springs back to life in “Bread/Bomb 
Trail,” perhaps after scoring the 
ubiquitous “IUP.” One of the 
album’s standout tracks, 

“Bread /Bomb Trail” marks a shift 
towards spacey, melodic pop. With 
all these stylistic shifts, the only con- 
stant seems to be the group’s unmis- 
takable Casio keyboards. 

“J think keyboards ARE the 
Voltage Heroes, and I don’t think 
we'd ever switch them to anything 
else,” says Cherney. 

“We're not really anti-guitar, but 
without keyboards there would def- 
initely be no Voltage Heroes,” says 
Zack Poole. 

Later this month, the All Purpose 
Voltage Heroes are embarking on a 
cross-Canada tour in support of The 
End of Daniel Jonathan Poole. They 
hope to build on the favourable 
responses garnered by their début 
EP, Decorate Your Monster Shirt, and 
all seem genuinely excited about 
bringing their inimitable stage show 
to venues across the country.

AS EDMONTON'S CLASSICAL MUSIC 
communities and societies take the sum- 
mer off to catch their breath after a suc- 
cessful season—and to prepare for their 
new season in the fal—Supa Old Skool 
will present a series of articles over the 
course of the summer that will offer further 
insight into the world of classical music 
and show how different people play differ- 
ent roles in the performance and presenta- 
tion of classical music in Edmonton. A 
Performer's Life will look at how individu- 
als make a living as classical musicians 
and at the dedication necessary to master 
their instruments. There are still thousands 
of people around the world who compose 
classical music, and A Composer's Life will 
look into that role. An Adminstrator’s Life 
will take you behind the scenes of plan- 
hing, promoting, and executing concerts 
Finally, A Patron’s Life will explore how 
present-day patrons play just as valuable a 
role in music today as they did in the 17th 
century. Although the faces have changed, 
there are still many people and organiza- 
tions that dedicate time and dollars to 
Edmonton's classical communities. In 
addition to reading these articles, here are 
three things you can do over the summer 
to satisfy your love of classical music year 
round. 


1) Discover a composer. 

One of the most remarkable things 
about classical music is its supporters’ 
dedication to scholarship and the preser- 
vation of the art form. Though not as dra- 
matically overblown as Amadeus or 
Immortal Beloved, most composers lived 
interesting and exciting lives, sometimes 
triumphant and sometimes tragic. Begin 
with Bach, Tchaikovsky, and Chopin, and 
maybe some obscure composers like 
Viktor Ulimann or Alan Hovhaness, and 
discover their music. Discover your 
favourite and even your not-so-favourite 
works by them. If this sounds expensive, 
just fish out your library card: the 
Edmonton Public Library system has a’ 
phenomenal wealth of relevant literature 
and recordings to loan. 


2) Explore a piece of music. 

“What does that mean?” you may be 
asking yourself, Well, it could mean sitting 
down with a marked score and a recording 
of your favourite piece to discover how 
distinct performers put their own marks on 
performances. Or it could mean lining up 
five or six versions of your favorite work 
and comparing their s. The 
sounds, the pacing, the size, and 
even the recording quality will ikely differ 
from disc to disc. Each recording like

top-quality video copy of the event. 
And it’s not like their efforts are 
futile. Think of all the shows you've 
seen in the past year or so made up 
of Edmonton bands. Notice how 
those shows didn’t suck? 

The Nose knows this. “There's a 
lot of attention directed toward the 
city, and people realize that bands 
are just as good—if not better—in 
Edmonton than they are in Toronto 
and Vancouver. Fans are, like, ‘We 
love it when Edmonton bands come 
through because they’re always 
good.” 

You are fortunate to get to see 
some of these bands all in one place, 
and some of you even get to drink 
beer—newly available at the 
Starlite—while you rock. Broken 
Nose fans have been known to wipe 
a bar out in an evening. Let’s see 
how quickly you can send the door 
guy to the liquor store on Saturday 
night. 

Round two, Electric Boog . . Hey, 
turn that shit up! 


Pussycat! Let's hope he'll be sporting his 
thin little moustache and '70s-style Las 
Vegas entertainer suit, and she her Sera

FINALLY, HERE IS A BAND THAT RE- 
stores my modern faith in no nonsense, 
no frills, serious rock 'n’ fuckin rolH—and 
between the gut-punching drum fills, 
chunky guitars, and screaming-hot 
vocals there is an emotionality present 
that is at once as touching as it is unapo- 
lagetic. 

After the title track slays you with its 
intro—a minute plus of sweet guitar 
licks—the dual, give-and-take boy-girl 
lead vocals will capture your heart until 
you're screaming along without even 
knowing the words. Chris Hodge and 
Jennifer Stephens are the duo sharing 
the mic: he’s got pipes that shriek and 
wail from somewhere down near his 
groin, and she's got the voice of a seri- 
ously great singer who knows how to 
modulate a high-pitch sex howl or a 
deep-throated moan (like she’s in pain 
but lovin’ it). The combination is both 
agonizing and amazing: if their voices 
don't make you wanna rock out or at 
least wet your pants, you'd best check 
your pulse. 

Between the frames of this swollen- 
crotch, over-the-top giddy-scream rock 
are moments of trué sentiment: hearing 
Hodge sing lines like “cuz you're wear- 
ing my jacket girl,” and just his pure 
vocal tone on “(Take Me Back) Mary 
Jane” had me ready to surrender it all to 
the the two of them—and the party 
doesn't stop there 

There is no new-metal sarcasm or hip- 
ster posturing taking place here: this un- 
ironic swaggering will drink all your beer 
and then eat you for breakfast before you 
even realize you've taken your pants off. 
Mouthful of Love is a triumphant rush of 
brash, raucous tunes from a confident 





gang who genuinely want to rock—loud- 
er! louder! /ouder—and with their dou- 
ble-guitar, double-vocal set-up, this 
Austin, TX fivesome are poised to not 
only take-over the pulse of your parties 
but also the throb of your hot summer 
nights.

IN 2001, MIKE DYKEHOUSE MADE A 
competent but forgettable album called 
Dynamic Obsolescence for Planet Mu, 
which jumped on the Aphex/Luke 
Vibert/Mu-ziq train of cheeky (read 
annoying) breakbeat and electro. To learn 
he was actually from Ann Arbor, 
Michigan, and not from a small English 
village, was probably the most surprising 
detail about him. Now, however, it 
appears there's much, much more to the 
guy. After charismatically hosting a popu- 
lar karaoke night in Ann Arbor for some 
time—possibly gaining legendary status, 
as the Benito Santiagos did here—he 
flipped open the laptop and ran memories 
of shoegazers like Slowdive and My 
Bloody Valentine through his psyche.

On Live In Chicago 
“brothers” Dean and Gene collect the best 
moments from two concerts recorded 
last November in the windy city and have 
released them as a two disc package with 
a DVD and CD. The DVD presentation is 
Crisp and entertaining, and the sound is 
outstanding; it reveals Ween's true musi- 
cal prowess with its fair share of tracks 
from Quebec and White Pepper, and sev- 
eral songs from The Mollusk and 
Chocolate and Cheese. Fans will also be

26 tracks, the CD is a condensed version 
of the concert and regroups only 17. The 
CD is also slightly less interesting 
because it sacrifices some of the more 
gripping material from the earlier albums 
and re-arranges the track order to facili- 
tate flow. The sound is less sharp and 
more focused on Gene Ween’s vocals, 
which sound uncharacteristically thin and 
strained (except on the beautiful 
“Mutilated Lips,” where he shows a wel- 
come wave of enthusiasm). The DVD also 
reveals how tired and forlorn Gene seems 
throughout the concert; he looks distant 
and disconnected from Dean’s unflinch- 
ing guitar bravado.

Still as an engag- 
ing musical experience, Live In Chicago 
will delight Ween fans and non-fans alike, 
and bring primal pleasure to the crowd 
with the loudest, dirtiest “Blarney Stone” 
ever.

THE RECENT SUCCESS OF THE 


Pianist notwithstanding, Roman 
Polanski has been a marginal figure 
in cinema for the past couple of 
decades, the scandal surrounding 
his conviction for statutory rape and 
subsequent flight to Europe in the 
late 70s overshadowing the string of 
unremarkable films—Tess, Pirates, 
Frantic, Bitter Moon, et al—he'd 
made since his self-imposed exile in 
Paris. 

Prior to his exodus, however, 
Polanski was probably one of the 
most important filmmakers working 
in America. The success of 
Rosemary's Baby (1968) helped put a 
financially ailing Paramount back on 
its feet, just as Chinatown (1974) rein- 
forced its reputation as a studio will- 
ing to take risks and transformed 
Jack Nicholson from a character 
actor into a full-blown movie star. In 
these films, Polanski’s vision of a 
mundane world concealing bound- 
less corruption and perversion was 
underpinned by cinematic elegance 
and an irrepressibly dark sense of 
humour. You could argue Polanski 
is due for critical evaluation, were 
Rosemary's Baby and Chinatown not 
already revered as modern classics. 

Metro Cinema is screening four of 
Polanski’s greatest hits—the films 
his reputation was founded on—in 


new 35 mm prints. Three of the four 


bear similar thematic preoccupa- 
tions, but all of them dwell on their 
protagonists’ growing unease with 
the disturbing world revealing itself 
to them. Many of Polanski’s films 
are referred to as psychological 
thrillers, but that’s not just a conve- 
nient pigeonhole for his idiosyncrat- 
ic output—the director's fascination 
with extreme subjectivity and the 
horrors of the mind provided mod- 
ern cinema with some of its most 
unsettling moments. 

Repulsion (1965), Polanski’s first 
English-language feature, stars 
Catherine Deneuve as Carole, a 
beautiful but emotionally disturbed 
French girl living with her sister in 


swinging London. Already ill-at- 
ease in a foreign city, Carole 
descends into full-blown psychosis 
when her sister leaves her alone in 
the apartment while on holiday, her 
morbid fear of intimacy and sexual 
contact transformed into horrifying 
hallucinations and nightmares cley- 
erly made manifest by masterful cin- 
ematography and sound design. 
Some critics opine that Polanski 
never topped the increasingly suffo- 
cating atmosphere he creates in 
Carole’s cramped flat, and certainly 
his subversion of Deneuve's sex-kit- 
ten screen image only adds to the 
film’s disorienting blur of reality and 
paranoid terror. *#*4% 

An apartment also plays a central 
role in Rosemary's Baby (1968), 
Polanski’s second film for a 
Hollywood studio. The film opens 
with peachy-faced young wife 
Rosemary (Mia Farrow) and her 
actor husband Guy (John 
Cassavetes) shopping fora New 
York apartment where they can start 
a family. Once installed in their new 
home, Rosemary begins to have seri- 
ous misgivings about her nosy 
neighbours, the weird noises coming 
through the wall and intimations of 





the building’s history as a locus of 
witchcraft and murder. Worse yet, 
she suspects that the child gestating 
within her was conceived as part of 
a Satanic ritual with the full collu- 
sion of her husband. Polanski forces 
us to identify so closely with the 
main character’s isolation and sense 
of jeopardy that we can’t tell if she’s 
really in peril or if the poor girl 
(played to feeble perfection by 
Farrow) is losing her mind under the 
strain of pregnancy. The atmosphere 
of menace builds rather slowly, but 
the oddball characters, offbeat 
humour and garish evocation of ‘60s 
“style” make the film thoroughly 
entertaining. «1/2 

Strangely, Chinatown seems 
rather less dated than Rosemary's 
Baby, even though it’s a noir-style 
detective thriller set in 1930s Los 
Angeles. But instead of shrouding 
the events and characters of the story 
in inky shadows, much of the action 
of Chinatown takes place in golden 
California sunlight amongst the 
powerful and privileged. Jack 
Nicholson stars as Jake Gittes, an 
obnoxious low-rent private dick 
who is drawn into the dark dealings 
that lead to the death of one Hollis 





Mulwray, the chief engineer of 
L.A.’s water system, whose widow 
(Faye Dunaway) is concealing a 
number of ugly secrets. As with the 
exploits of Raymond Chandler’s 
hardboiled prototype Phillip 
Marlowe, the plot threads of 
Chinatown are virtually impossible to 
untangle, but Polanski seems more 
interested in the moral and sexual 
corruption entitlement enables than 
with story mechanics. And as with 
the other films in the retrospective, 
the world of Chinatown unfolds to us 
only as it unfolds to the main charac- 
ter, who is in virtually every shot of 
the film. 

Luckily, Jack Nicholson is more 
than up to the task, imbuing the 
apparently amoral Gittes with a 
mounting sense of integrity and pur- 
pose in the midst of all the institu- 
tionalized avarice and perversion. In 
addition to star-making turns from 
Nicholson and Dunaway and an 
intensely creepy performance by 
John Huston, Polanski contributes a 
memorable cameo as a knife-wield- 
ing thug who shows Gittes what 
happens to “nosy kitty- 
cats.” kaka] /2 

Polanski himself stars in The 
Tenant (1976) as Trelkovsky, a skit- 
tish and repressed immigrant from 
Eastern Europe renting a Paris flat 
left vacant by its previous tenant 
when she plummeted out its win- 
dow to her death. Treated with sus- 
picion by his nagging landlady 
(Shelley Winters).and imperious 
neighbours, Trelkoysky feels he’s 
being constantly monitored and 
imagines a plot to drive him to the 
same fate as his predecessor.

SOUL PLANE IS A WORTHLESS 
piece of cinematic drivel. Eager to 
portray as many stereotypes and with 
as broad of strokes possible, Soul 
Plane’s creators decided to put aside 
such things as plot and character 
development. So it hardly matters 
that, thanks to some creative joke 
delivery, I was laughing more often 
than [should have been. 
This was supposed to be a ‘remake’ 
of Airplane and itis, sort of. Both 
movies have airplanes in them. And 
that's about it. Airplane was arguably 
the height of writer/director David 
Zucker’s career and is now a comedy 
classic. Soul Plane... not so much. 
Soul Plane is about Nasnhawn 
(Kevin Hart) a young black man who 
gets his ass stuck in the toilet of an air- 
plane and then sues the airline for 
$100 million dollars. With that he 
starts up his own “black” airline, and 
the plot pretty much stops. The rest of 
the film follows the rather nonsensical 
happenings on the airline's first flight, 
going from one gag to the next with- 
out much logic. 

Snoop Dogg (who plays the pilot) 
is the centerpiece of the film and isn’t 


funny enough to carry everything on 
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his shoulders. Much like Tom Green, 
Snoop is better left to bit parts, as he 
was in Starsky and Hutch, than to 
quasi-leading roles. Once you get by 
the jokes about being a player and 
smoking up, there isn’t much funny 
about Snoop. 

The other actors aren’t asked to do 
much, and not much is what they 
deliver. Tom Amold acts stereotypi- 
cally white, Method Man sleeps 
through his role as the requisite 
screw-up cousin, and all the other 
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players read their lines as written. 

Some of the stereotypes presented 
in Soul Plane are downright insulting 
(and sometimes borderline racist). 
From the insinuation during 
Nashawn’s first flight that being black 
makes you an asshole to the ever-so- 
white “Hunkee” family, led by 
Arnold, nothing in the film is 

















nuanced or anything more than base. 

The movie lacks an underlying bit- 
ing sense of satire, so while it could be 
viewed on multiple levels—one with 
insultingly crass jokes and another 
making fun of those jokes—it instead 
offers barely a singular layer, with all 
nuance lost to gags about big black 
asses. 

Just because a joke is insulting and 
base doesn’t mean it isn’t funny, of 


course. The fact that one pilot was 
named Gayman is stupid, but his 
defense of his name is still creative 
enough to be funny. The film suffers 
from the same conundrum through- 
out: while the jokes are insultingly 
crass, the creativity that goes into set- 
ting up the jokes is often enough to 
provoke a laugh, leaving you only 
feeling dirty.
